COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 


To any Constable of the Town of Weston, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn all of the inhabitants of the said 
town, qualified by law to vote in elections and town affairs, 
to meet in the Town Hall, in said town, on Monday, the . 
25th day of March, 1935, at 12 o’clock noon to act on Article © 
1 of this warrant; and to meet in said Town Hall on the 
same date at 8 o’clock, P. M. then and there to act upon the 
remaining articles of this warrant. 

The polls for the election of town officers will be opened 
at 12 o’clock noon and may be closed at 7.45 P. M. 


ARTICLE 1. To bring in their votes for the following town 
officers, each to be designated and all to be voted for on one 
ballot, namely :— 

A moderator for a term of one year, 

A town clerk for a term of three years, 

One selectman for a term of three years, 

One member of the board of public welfare for a term of 

three years, 7 
One assessor for a term of three years, . 

One member of the school committee for a term of three 
years, 

A treasurer and collector for a term of one year, 

An auditor for a term of one year, 

One library trustee for a term of three years, 

A library treasurer for a term of one year, 

One trustee of the Merriam Fund for the Silent oan for a 
term of three years, 

One park commissioner for a term of three years, 
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One cemetery commissioner for a term of three years, 

One member of the board of health for a term of three years, 

Three measurers of lumber for one year, 

One member of the board of commissioners of trust funds 
for a term of three years, 

One member of the board of water commissioners for a 

term of three years, 

Five members of the planning board, 

A tree warden. 


ARTICLE 2. To hear and act upon reports of town offi- 
cers and committees. 


' ARTICLE 3. To determine whether the town will vote 
to transfer from the overlay reserve fund to the reserve 
-fund of the town the sum of $11,975.19 or such other sum 
as the town may deem proper in the premises. 


ARTICLE 4. To determine whether the town will vote to 
increase the compensation of any town officers and em- 
ployees or to act anything relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To determine whether the town, pursuant to 
its contract of indemnity with the Commonwealth of De- 
cember 11, 1930, will authorize the selectmen in their abso- 
lute discretion to settle and pay any and all remaining 
claims, awards and judgments for land, grade and drainage 
damages arising from the alteration and reconstruction of 
the Boston Post Road from Sibley Road to Wellesley Street 
and the layout and construction of the By-pass, so called, 
and takings of land in connection therewith, by the Com- 
monwealth in 1931, and to defray any and all incidental 
expenses; and to determine whether the town will authorize 
the selectmen to expend for such purposes the unexpended 
balance of sums previously appropriated in the budgets 
under the item “‘Boston Post Road” in the title “Highways: 
and Bridges” and also such sum as may be appropriated at 
this meeting under that item of the current budget. 
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ARTICLE 6. To determine whether the town will author- 
ize the making of a contract between it and Zada J. Robert- 
son whereby, in substance, the town will covenant with her 


and her successors in title to maintain.at approximately its 


present elevation the water level in a pond located on her 
land near the intersection of the Boston Post Road and 
Wellesley Street, in consideration of her releasing the town 
from the award made and all claims in connection with the 
taking of certain rights for drainage purposes in her land 
by the town in 1931 and of her conveying to the town cer- 
tain further rights in her land and her title to certain 
pumping machinery for the purpose of enabling the town 
to perform its covenant; and to determine whether the town 
will authorize the acceptance of such conveyance. 


ARTICLE 7. To determine whether the town will rescind. 
or amend the votes under article 4 of the warrant at the 
town meeting on March 21, 1932; to determine whether 
the town will authorize the purchase in fee, for the purposes 
of the public schools, of approximately three acres of land 
of Zada J. Robertson at the corner of Wellesley Street and 
the By-pass, so called, and adjacent to the present school 
site; and to determine whether the town, for such purchase, 
will appropriate a sum not exceeding $2,000 and will also 
authorize the expenditure of the unexpended balance 
($305) of the appropriation made under article 4 of the 
warrant at the town meeting on March 30, 1931. 


ARTICLE 8. To determine whether the town will adopt 
the following by-law or any modification thereof for the 
purpose of regulating billboards, signs, or other advertising 
devices: 


No person, firm, association or corporation shall erect, 
display, or maintain a billboard, sign, or other outdoor ad- 
vertising device in the Town of Weston, except those 
exempted by the last paragraph of (h) and the fourth para- 
‘graph of (i) of this by-law: 


(a) Within fifty (50) feet of any public way. 
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(b) Within three hundred (300) feet of any public park, 
playground or other public grounds, if within 
view of any portion of the same. 


(c) Nearer than fifty (50) feet to any other such bill- 
board, sign, or other advertising device, unless 
such billboards, signs, or other advertising devices 
are placed back to back. 


(d) On any location at the corner of any public ways 
and within a radius of one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet from the point where the center lines of such 
ways intersect. 


(e) Nearer than one hundred (100) feet to any public 
way, if within view of any portion of the same, if 
such billboard, sign, or other advertising device 
shall exceed a length of eight (8) feet or a height 
of four (4) feet. 


(f) Nearer than three hundred (800) feet to any public 
way, if within view of any portion of the same, 
if such billboard, sign, or other advertising device 
shall exceed a length of twenty-five (25) feet or a 
height of twelve (12) feet. . 


(gz) In any event, if such billboard, sign, or other ad- 
vertising device shall exceed a length of fifty (50) 
feet or a height of twelve (12) feet; except that 
the Board of Selectmen may permit the erection 
of billboards, signs, or other advertising devices 
which do not exceed forty (40) feet in length and 
fifteen (15) feet in height if not nearer than three 
hundred (300) feet to the boundary line of any 
public way. 


(h) No billboard, sign, or other advertising device shall 
be erected, displayed, or maintained in any block 
in which one-half of the buildings on both sides 
of the street are used exclusively for residential 
purposes; except that this provision shall not 
apply if written consent of the owners of a major- 
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ity of the residential and vacant frontage on both 
sides of the street in such block is first obtained 
and is filed with the Board of Selectmen together 
with the application for a permit for such bill- 
board, sign, or other advertising device. 


Provided, however, that the foregoing provisions (a) to 
(h), both inclusive, shall not apply to districts which may 
be zoned as of industrial character. 


(i) No billboard, sign or other advertising device shall 
be erected, displayed, or maintained until a permit 
therefor has been issued by the Board of Select- 
men, pursuant to the following: provisions. 


An applicant for a permit to erect a billboard, sign or 
other advertising device shall file with the Board of Select- 
men a written application therefor, together with a sketch 
showing the exact location and the written consent of the 
owner of the property upon which such billboard, sign, or 
other advertising device is proposed to be erected, dis- 
played, or maintained, accompanied by an examination fee 
of $2. Upon receipt of the foregoing, the Board of Select- 
men shall hold a public hearing on said application, notice 
of which shall be given by posting the same in three or more 
public places in Weston at least one week before the date 
of such hearing, and upon the holding of such hearing, the 
Board of Selectmen shall within ten days thereafter grant 
or refuse such permit. 

All permits granted under this Section shall expire June 
30 of the calendar year following the date of the application. 
Application for the renewal of the permit granted under 
this Section shall be made not later than thirty days prior 
to the expiration of such permit and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of $2. to be known as the renewal fee, and within 
two weeks of the date of filing of such renewal application, 
the Board of Selectmen shall post notice of such application 
in three or more public places in said Weston. Every per- 
mit granted under this Section for the erection or main- 
tenance of an advertising device shall be conditioned by its 
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terms upon the compliance by the permittee with all re- 
quirements of state and municipal regulations applying 
thereto. 

This by-law does not apply to signs or other devices on 
or in the rolling stock, stations, subways, or structures of 
or used by common carriers except on bridges or viaducts 
or abutments thereof, or to devices which advertise or in- 
dicate either the person occupying the premises in question 
or the business transacted thereon, or advertising the prop- 
erty itself or any part thereof as for sale or to let and which 
contains no other advertising matter; and provided further 
that this by-law shall not apply to billboards, signs, or 
other advertising devices legally maintained at the time 
of its approval by the Attorney-General, until one year from 
the first day of July following such approval. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
dollars ($100), and whoever after conviction for such viola- 
tion unlawfully maintains such billboard, sign, or other ad- 
vertising device for twenty days thereafter shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500). 

If any provision of this by-law is declared unconstitu- 
tional or illegal by final judgment, order or decree of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth, the validity 
of the remaining provisions of this by-law shall not be 
affected thereby. 


ARTICLE 9. To determine whether the town will author- 
ize and instruct the Planning Board to investigate and re- 
port to a subsequent meeting of the town as to the advis- 
ability and cost of establishing a town dump, or to act any- 
thing relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To raise and appropriate, by borrowing or 
otherwise, such sums of money as may be necessary for all 
or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles, 
or as may be required to defray the expenses of the town 
for the ensuing year; and especially to act upon all the ap- 
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propriations asked for or proposed by the Selectmen or by 
the town officers or committees in their reports; and to 
authorize the town treasurer, with the approval of the se- 
lectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation 
of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 
1935, and to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within 
one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given 
for a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 
17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


And you are to serve this warrant by posting three at- 
tested copies thereof, according to the vote of the town, 
namely, at the town house, at the Kendal Green post office, 
and on the town bulletin-board at the junction of South 
Avenue and Park Road and Newton Street seven days at 
least before the time appointed for said meeting. 


Hereof fail not; and make due return of this warrant 
with your doings thereon to the Selectmen at the time and 
place of said meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ended December 31, 1935, and include herein the budget of 
appropriations recommended for the year 1935 as provided 
by section 5 of Article II of the By-Laws. 

At the annual town meeting held March 26, 1934, B. Lor- 
ing Young was re-elected as a member of the Board for a 
term of three years. The Board organized immediately 
after the annual town meeting by the election of Mr. Tyler 
as Chairman and Mr. Young as Secretary. 

During the year 1934 the Board held nineteen meetings 
and five public hearings. Members of the Board have also 
from time to time conferred with other town officers and 
have attended hearings at the offices of the County Com- 
missioners of Middlesex County and at the State House in 
Boston. 

The list of officers and committees elected or appointed 
during the year and also a list of licenses and permits grant- 
ed by the Board are set forth in detail in the Town Recor ds, 
printed hereinafter in this volume. 

The Selectmen have held a meeting with the members of 
the Finance Committee and unanimously recommend the 
table of appropriations appearing immediately after this 
report. The total appropriations recommended amount to 
$239,633.00 compared to $224,040.00 which was the sum 
appropriated last year. 

The Selectmen and Finance Committee have given serious 
consideration to the suggestion that the 10% cuts in sala- 
ries and wages of town employees and officers, which was 
adopted by the town at the annual town meeting in 1933, 
be restored in whole or in part. Our unanimous recom- 
mendation is that 6624% of these cuts be restored effective 
as of April 1, 1985, which in dollars and cents means a 5% 
increase for 1935, as three months of the fiscal year will 
have expired by that date. The question of restoring the . 
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balance of one-third of the reductions can be considered at 
the annual town meeting in 1936. Economic conditions con- 
tinue to be such that we do not feel our taxpayers should 
be burdened with more than this increase at the present 
time. The increase recommended will mean approximately 
an addition of fifty cents per thousand to the tax rate. 

State revenues continue to decrease and again there is a 
very real danger of an increase in the state tax. We cannot 
at this time attempt to prophecy what the final burden of 
state, county and metropolitan taxes will be. The budget 
submitted by Governor Curley to the General Court on Jan- 
uary 23rd provides for a transfer from the Highway Fund 
to General Revenue of $10,000,000, the same as last year, 
with a state tax of $9,500,000. The Governor’s suggested 
program of public works to be financed in part by federal 
contributions has not at present been fully worked out so 
that one cannot say with any real certainty what the tax 
burden on the Town of Weston will be. We have gone over 
all the figures with the heads of departments and the 
Finance Committee and the budget as submitted meets with 
general approval. 


Federal Emergency Relief Administration 


The work of the so-called FERA, which took the place of 
the Civic Works Administration, has continued to function 
in a most efficient manner under the leadership of Mr. 
Thomas A. Tilton. During the year 1934 we have put 
through approximately seventeen projects with federal aid 
employing on an average forty-five residents of the town. 


Riverside Bridge 


The bridge over the Charles River at the end of Riverside 
Road is still open for foot traffic but closed for all vehicles. 
A bill to reconstruct this bridge was introduced in the Leg- 
islature last year, was acted upon favorably by the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, the Committees on Ways 
and Means of both branches and passed the Senate. It was, 
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however, defeated in the House of Representatives on the 
last day of the session. The cost of the bridge turned out 
to be much larger than the Selectmen anticipated and Wes- 
ton’s share of the burden would have been $17,500. The 
Selectmen therefore feel that it would be well to defer any 
action toward rebuilding the bridge until financial condi- 
tions improve, and the relocation of route 128 is definitely 
determined. 


Land Damage Cases 


As was stated in the Report of the Selectmen a year ago, 
two important land damage cases still remain unsettled. 
One of these cases had, prior to the last town meeting, re- 
sulted in a verdict against the town amounting to $5800. 
Exceptions were filed on behalf of the town but were over- 
ruled by the Supreme Judicial Court so the verdict plus in- 
terest must be paid and an item in the warrant is included 
to take care of this matter. The certificate after the action 
by the Supreme Judicial Court which was entered by the 
Superior Court fixed the verdict plus interest and costs at 
$6725.80 as of June 11, 1934, and this must be paid with 
interest at 4% to April Ist. 

There is also outstanding the claim of George H. D. Lam- 
son on account of the taking of land for park purposes on 
the western side of the Town House. Until this case has 
been tried, it is impossible for the Selectmen to inform the 
voters what the cost to the town will be but there is an 
item of $5,000 in the Treasury appropriated some years ago 
when the land taking was made. | 

The book surplus of the town as of December 31, 1934, 
amounts to $34,055.45 as against a surplus at the corre- 
sponding date the year previous of $37,093.41. There is, 
however, in the Treasury an overlay reserve fund of $11,- 
975.19 which we propose to transfer to the regular reserve 
fund appropriation making it unnecessary to make any ap- 
propriation for the reserve fund this year, that item having 
been $10,000 in 1934 and $15,000 in 1933. 

The uncollected taxes as of December 31, 1934, were 
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$10,000 less than in the preceding year but there still re- 
main outstanding as of February 12, 1935, $56,712.66. The 
town cannot legally treat as revenue available to meet ap- 
propriations a surplus which represents uncollected taxes. 
We therefore again appeal to our tax payers to pay their 
taxes as soon as possible because otherwise the tax rate is | 
bound to go up. 

The town debt has been reduced by $35,000.00 during 
1934 and now stands at $386,000.00. We doubt if the tax 
rate can be held at the extraordinarily low figure of $20.50 
which has prevailed during the past two years but if our 
budget is not substantially increased at the town meeting 
there ought not to be much change in the tax rate except 
that which is caused by state, county and metropolitan taxes 
which are absorbed in our local tax rate and which are be- 
yond our control. 

We again thank the officers and employees of the town 
for their whole-hearted co-operation and faithful discharge 
of their duties, particularly the Superintendent of Streets 
and the men under his supervision who have come through 
a difficult year with marked success.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER 
COMMISSIONERS 


The water works system has been improved and extended 
by various additions to the distributing mains as follows: 


ist. The completion of the installation of a 10” main 
in School Street of about 1600 feet from Maple Road to the 
Boston Post Road. This work was started late in the year 
1933. It replaces an old 6” pipe and serves to improve the 
conditions not only in the center of the town but it is of im- 
portance to the entire system. 


2nd. Replacing an insufficiently sized pipe of 4” by a 
10” pipe for a distance of approximately 500 feet in Sum- 
mer Street starting from the Boston Post Road. This will 
materially improve the fire protection of propery which 
is served in Summer Street and will eventually form a part 
of an important link connecting the future part of the sys- 
tem in the southerly portion of the town. 


3rd. The extension of the main in Conant Road from 
Sunset Road to Pigeon Hill Road. This is a 10” pipe and 
about 2200 feet in length. 


Ath. The installation of a 6” pipe in Pigeon Hill Road 
about 1220 feet in length running from Conant Road to the 
existing main which connects with the system at Church 
Street. This is an important improvement forming an ad- 
ditional connection with the northerly part of the system. 


5th. The extension of the main in Newton Street from 
Ware Street for a distance of about 250 feet of 10” pipe. 
The customary guarantee of payment for this extension 
was obtained and it is a further approach to the southerly 
part of the town and to a very important further connec- 
tion through South Avenue River and Loring Streets to 
Summer Street. 


6th. The installation of a 6” pipe in Grove Street from 
Doublet Hill Road for a distance of about 510 feet. The 
cost of this extension is guaranteed by the property served. 
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7th. The extension of the main in Summer Street by a 
10” pipe approximately 1300 feet in length to Cedar Road. 
This work was started late in the year, and has not, as yet, 
been completed. It will connect with an existing main in 
Cedar Road and is particularly important because it will 
form a part of a connection with the southerly part of the 
system which has been referred to above. The cost of this 
work has also been guaranteed on the usual basis. 


For a considerable portion of the foregoing extensions 
labor was provided by the E RA and materials and super- 
vision of construction have been paid for out of the unex- 
pended balances of funds made available by former water 
bond issues.

Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit herewith the annual 
report of the Highway Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1934. 

There has been expended for the general maintenance 
and construction of highways, $33,640.61, of which 
$3,102.36 was used for the removal of snow and ice. We 
have stored at the crusher materials for future use the val- 
ue of which is approximately $400.

Maintenance work has been carried on in the usual man- 
ner. We have surface treated four and one-half miles of 
road with asphalt oil and sand and about two and one-half 


\ 
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miles with asphalt and pea stone. The latter method while 
not 100% perfect seems much more desirable than the old 
method since it makes the roads to which it is applied much 
less slippery. With this idea in mind our crushing plant 
in Kendal Green has been rebuilt and will enable us to pro- 
duce some of our own material from waste rock which in 
the past has been discarded. : 

Our new bins have also enabled us to give better service 
on sanding work, especially at night. We keep about sev- 
enty tons in the sand bin or about fifty percent of the 
amount of sand used in a normal ice condition. 

As has been pointed out in past reports absolute lack. of 
proper foundation in the majority of our streets continues 
to be our greatest source of trouble. There is no remedy 
- for this problem except complete excavation and replace- 
ment of the road bed. Plenty of material is available at 
our Kendal Green pit but means to handle it in large quan- 
tities is lacking. Recommendations along this line have 
been made in previous reports. 

During the year Wellesley Street from Case’s corner to 
Maple Road was rebuilt, using material from the old road 
as subgrade. Results have been disappointing. Settlement 
of water and gas ditches dug several years ago and re- 
placed without proper tamping, together with frost action 
in one or two places has resulted in disturbance of the sur- 
face. Steps to remedy these conditions will be taken as 
soon as weather permits. 

The construction of Wellesley Street from Maple Road to 
the Boston Post Road should be continued this year. Ap- 
proximately $4,000 will be required for this work. 

We have installed this past year 15 new catch basins, 280 
feet of 8” pipe, 180 feet of 15 inch pipe and 205 feet of 
twenty-one inch pipe. 

There have been erected thirty-two signs of different 
types in 1934 and a large number have been repainted. 

It is unfortunate that the Highway Department was 
forced by circumstances to exceed its appropriation. Ex- 
planation of this lies in the fact that approximately $2,800 
of highway funds was diverted for purposes other than the 
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highway. Approximately $2,600 was spent for piles 
water ditches and $250 for E RA supervision, etc. — ar 

Either the By-Laws of the tawn regarding ragiettieae 
of ditches in our streets should be changed or enforced. 

In view of the increase in the cost of living I believe that 
some action should be taken to raise the salaries of town 
employres and especially those who receive less than pete 
dollars per week. | 

I am forwarding to you specific recommendations along 
this line in a special report. |

Sidewalk Work 


There has been expended for general repairs of existing ~ 
sidewalks the sum of $333.15. No new walks were built 
this year and our old walks are rapidly going to pieces. In 
order to repair them properly I reéommend an increase in 
the appropriation of $1,000. 


Machinery and Equipment 


There was expended during the year the sum of $2,- 
674.40. One new Ford truck and one new snowplow was 
purchased at a cost of $1,150.75 for both. The balance 
was used for the repair and maintenance of existing equip- 
ment. It will be necessary to replace our Mack truck this 
year on account of the new State law banishing from the 
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roads all two wheel brake vehicles. This truck is now six 
years old and it would not pay to put on four wheel brakes. 
I therefore recommend an increase in the appropriation of 
$4,000.

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REPORT OF THE ERA IN WESTON 


On April 1st, 1934 the CW A was discontinued, and the 
Emergency Relief Administration was organized to carry 
on the Relief Work. The chief difference between the two 
organizations is that under the E R A, a person must show 
real need to qualify for a job. All applicants are classified 
as to their need, and the most needy are given work first. 

As it is now being run, the government allots each State 
a monthly quota. The States in turn divide their money 
among the Towns and Cities. This money is for Labor 
only. The Towns must pay for all materials and other 
expenses themselves. 

From the start of the CWA in December 1933 to De- 
cember 31st, 1934, Weston has received from the govern- — 
ment $20,529.34. This money has been paid to the men 
_in Town working on Weston Projects. The number of men 
has varied from a peak of 51 in February 1934 to 20 in 
August. 

During this same period the Town has spent for mate- 
rials, services, and supervision on these Projects a total of 
$24,069.27. This has been done without making any direct — 
appropriations, and thereby raising the tax rate. This has 
been due largely to the fact that the Water Dept. had some 
‘unexpended funds on hand, and were willing to use them 
for this work. 

There is no doubt that this money has gone to help many 
men and their families who were in dire need. And un- 
ques.ionably the Welfare Dept., with their present re- 
sources, would have been unable to cope with the situation 
which would have arisen if we had not received this money. 

As for the work done, and what the Town has to show 
for the money spent, the following list of Projects com- 
pleted will show that the men have worked hard and faith- 
fully, often against great odds. They encountered below 
zero temperatures, much snow, exceedingly hot weather, 
and many of them were unaccustomed to hard physical 
labor. ; 


AT 


Under the supervision of the Water Dept. about 7,850’ 
of Waier Pipe has been laid in Newton St., School St., Co- 
nant Road, Pigeon Hill Road, and Summer St. Some of 
this has replaced old inadequate pipe, and some has been 
new pipe in sections not previously served. It has given 
increased pressure, and consequently better fire protection 
to all the properties on these streets. The Comanit Road 
Project completed a circuit serving 179 families giving 
them double protection in case of breakdown. 

In the Cemetery a new avenue 600’ long was built, and 
a large area for new lots was opened up. This was graded, 
trees thinned out, and new loam put on. 

On the Highways 10,000’ of fences were painted for pres- 
ervaticon and beauty. 

In the Schools, the entire Primary building was painted 
inside. In the old High School building two rooms, and 
the Assembly Hall were refinished. 

On the School Playground, a new regulation Tennis 
Court was built. The main brook running through the 
playground was deepened 12”, and 6 side ditches were dug 
for better drainage. A new Hockey Field for girls was 
constructed, and graded. Also a large part of the unde- 
veloped land on the Playground has been worked over 
preparatory to future development. | 

Along the ByPass about 5,000’ of a main brook, and 3500’ 
of side ditches were deepened from 14” to 24”. This 
drained all the low land along this road, eliminating pools 
that back up in high water and mosquito breeding places, 
as well as making available for use a lot of land heretofore 
too swampy for any use. | 

The entire outside of the Fire Station was painted with 
two coats. 

In the Town Hall an alteration on the Stage was made. 
A wall was torn down, opening up 2 rooms as part of the 
stage with a balcony. 

At the present time we are working on the following 
projects: 

Waiter Pipe on Summer St. 
Widening and straightening a section of Summer St. 
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Numbering of all houses in Town, not previously 
done. 

A Gypsy Moth Extermination Project. 

Repairing, reshingling and painting Town Barn at 
Cutter’s Corner. 

One woman sewing. 

Additional work:on the School Playground. 


We are receiving about $2,000.00 per month at the pres- 
ent time, and there are about 50 men on our active lists.

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On December 11, 1934, the resignation of Mrs. Helen 
M. Ingram was accepted, and Miss Mildred Philips was ap- 
pointed to fill the position. The Committee takes this op- 
portunity to express to Mrs. Ingram its appreciation of the 
efficient services rendered during her connection with the 
schools. 

For the school year ending June 30, 1934, the average 
daily attendance was 538. The schools were in session 180 
days. ; 

The Committee has continued its policy of applying the 
income from the fund left to the Town by the late Horace 
S. Sears, for the benefit of the teachers against the rental 
of the “Teachers’ Lodge,” and extends its thanks to Mr. 
Harry L. Bailey for continuing to make its use possible for 
this purpose. 

The Weston Chapter of the American Red Cross and the 
Board of Health have continued to cooperate with the 
schools in connection with the services rendered by Miss 
Jessie Haldane as School and District Nurse. The Com- 
mittee appreciates this cooperation, and feels that much 
benefit is derived from this arrangement. 


According to the figures given in the Superintendent’s 
repor:, the per pupil expense for support of the Weston 
Schools during the last six years has decreased more than 
30%. This has been helped by the increase in enrollment, 
for the Town records will show that the appropriation for 
schools in 1934 was almost identical with the average ap- 
propriation for 1928 and 1929, in spite of the fact that 
there was an increase of almost 100 pupils. 

During the past year, the Committee, with the aid of C 
W A funds, has completely renovated the inside of the Pri- © 
mary School Building, and has refinished all the rooms in 
the Old High School Building that were not done when the 
New High School was built. 


The money appropriated for the improvement of the 
playgrounds was spent in building a third tennis court; in 
further ditching and underdraining the meadow land; and 
in plowing and bringing to finished grade the area that is 
to be used for a Girls’ Hockey Field. Fertilizer and seed 
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‘was bought with the expectation that the area could be 
seeded in September, but the very wet fall made it impos- 
sible. We now hope to do this seeding in the early spring, 
so that the field can be used in the fall. The Committee 
also obtained E R A funds to carry on the above work after 
the Town’s appropriation was exhausted, and we hope that 
this E RA project may be continued through the spring 
and summer, in order to develop and finish additiqnal area. 
In order to be able io get the E R A funds, the Town must 
supply the materials, tools and equipment, and with that in 
mind, we are recommending an appropriation of $2000.00 
for the present year. This should not only help to improve 
the playgrounds, but should help to relieve the welfare 
problem by giving employment to citizens of the Town. 

Details of the work that is being done in the schools will 
be found in the reports of the Superintendent of Schools 
and the Special Teachers.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, WESTON, MASS.: 


Dear Sir:—I submit herewith my report for the year ending December 
31, 1934. Reports from different departments and special teachers are 
added to this. 


EDUCATIONAL TRENDS 


“Yesterday American life was measured in terms of vocational com- 
petence. Today even the life of the laborer is leisure-centered. Thus 
the focus of life is changed from vocation to leisure, and man must 
choose between stagnation or life through continuing education.” 

The above quotation is the type of thing we are finding today in our 
periodical literature. Two years ago we read much criticism of schools 
for teaching “fads and frills’. Demands were made that we restrict 
public school education to a thorough grounding in the three R’s. 

Today the trend is toward restoring all of the so called “fads and 
frills” and training children throughout the elementary and high 
schools for citizenship and avocations; the vocational training to come 
later. This may be accomplished by introducing more courses in the 
social studies: history, geography, civics, economics, and problems of 
democracy, instead of so much foreign language and higher mathe- 
matics, and by emphasizing music, art, dramatics, home-making, shop 
work, health and physical education. 


PROBLEMS AND NEEDS 


The addition of two more teachers to our staff last fall has enabled 
us to meet our problems better than last year. However an unexpected- 
ly large enrollment in the first two grades leaves an unsatisfactory sit- 
uation and indicates the probable necessity of another teacher. 

We should employ the art teacher two days each week next year 
instead of one, for we have more than twice the number of pupils that © 
we had when the one day a week custom was established. As soon as 
possible, we should provide for more supervised play and athletics after 
schoo! hours for children of the intermediate grades; and add to the 
high school curriculum courses in typewriting, shorthand, and problems 
of democracy or economics. 

The High School enrollment is not so large as was anticipated a year 
ago due to the fact that a number of pupils went to private schools, 
severa! left school for work, and some moved out of town. Last year’s 
class of twenty-nine was the largest yet graduated, and this year’s class 
will probably be slightly larger. Next year’s enrollment will probably 
be about 185 for grades nine to twelve inclusive, and will fill the rooms 
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now used to their utmost capacity. It will probably be necessary to pre- 
pare the rooms in the unfinished space on the ground floor within the 
next three years. 


EXPENSE STATISTICS 


The statistical reports of the State Department of Education show 
that the per pupil expense for the support of Weston schools (not in- 
cluding capital outlay) was at its highest point in 1928, being $164.03, 
and has shown a continual decrease since then; the report of Novem- 
ber 30, 1934 showing the expense to be $113.96 per pupil. I believe it 
will not be possible to reduce this cost further without distinctly handi- 
capping the schools. 


COLLEGE ENTRANCE 


Graduates of the High School last fall entered Bates College, Boston 
University, Dartmouth, Duke University, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology and Northeastern University.

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REPORT OF THE ART TEACHER 
To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, WESTON, MASS.: 


Since the beginning of the fall term the drawing classes have pro- 
gressed very well. The elementary and Junior High School have had 
an intensive study of water color, beginning with color scales and 
branching into problems suitable for each group. I find that more 
time is needed in the lower grades as the lesson is hurried in a thirty 
minute period. 

The study of color and value in the upper grades has proved very 
interesting with very good results. Lettering, with the simple poster 
alphabet first, then a Roman one, is studied with design and free brush 
work in the spring. 

In the High School the study of ships and boats led to pictures using 
a monotone chromatic color scheme. Football posters were made and 
placed in different parts of Weston. If possible in the time allotted the 
use of tempera paints for posters and designs should be a new ex- 
perience for the pupils. ; 

The Crafts Class, meeting Thursday afternoons, designed Christmas 
cards, first with free brush, then converting the design to the linoleum 
block. They were printed by hand on red, green, and blue paper. They 
were charming. The attendance has been irregular due to various ac- 
tivities which require daily practise. 

The teachers and pupils have been helpful and I wish to thank them 
for their cooperation.

At the High School Play in February this latter orchestra played the 
incidental music and with the Glee Club in April gave a Musicale at 
the Town House. 

Dec. 24th, the High School Glee Club sang a Cantata of Christmas 
at the Town House, after which six trumpeters from the school orches- 
tras played outside for carol singing at the Christmas tree. 

There is a class in Theory and Melody Writing and one in 1st year

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


To THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The physical exanminations made of the pupils were easier this year 
than previously largely because of the conveniences of the Health Unit. 
The regular Monday morning inspections were carried on.as usual. 

The Schick testing and toxin-antitoxin administrations were com- 
pleted earlier in the year than heretofore.

BOYS’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND ATHLETICS 


This being my first year as director of physical education and athlet- 
ics in the Weston School System, I am only able to account for the 
department from the opening of school in the fall to the present time. 
I shall, however, outline some of the main events of the fall and plans 
for the future. 

The objective of the department is to give every boy some form of 
physical exercise and recreation during the regular school day and 
after school, by requiring all boys, unless senior members of a varsity 
team, and those who are physically incapable, to attend two regular 
classes a week in physical education. 

In conjunction with the regular classes, intra-mural and inter-class 
games are scheduled. These, however, have to be neglected in the fall 
due to the necessary amount of time devoted to varsity football. ‘This 
fall the problem was solved, as approximately one-half of the boys’ 
student body were members of the football squad. 

The football season was very successful, with Weston scoring seven 
victories to one defeat, and amassing a total of one hundred sixty-five 
points against thirteen for its opponents, with the honor of having the 
highest scoring High School back in Greater Boston. 

With the close of the football season, intra-mural games were started, 
and a keen interest was developed. 

Through a questionnaire, it was found that hockey was much more 
of a favorite sport than basketball. Basketball, nevertheless, is a major 
sport, and games have been scheduled. I am hoping that we will have 
skating facilities in the future, and thus be able to give the boys who 
have more interest in this outside form of recreation a place where 
. the school may be represented in this popular activity. 

Boys’ physical education begins in the fifth grade and continues 
through the four years of High School. It is more of a recreation and 
play period with the fifth and sixth grades, as they are ‘not required ~ 
to have uniforms, participate only once a week, and do not receive 
grades. The rest of the student body is graded, however, and with the 
grading based primarily on National Achievement Standards ‘and 
Motor-Ability Tests. 
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One of the major problems is to provide a maximum of activity with 
a minimum of equipment and space, and in this respect the Motor- 
Ability Tests are a great aid, inasmuch as they permit organized activ- 
ity that will keep large numbers interested and active, both education- 
ally and recreatively in the smallest possible space, and with a mini- 
mum of equipment. 

It is quite necessary that some gymnasium equipment be used, partic- 
ularly with a posture group that includes fifty-one boys. I would 
recommend that some form of suspension apparatus be included in the 
gymnasium equipment, namely, ropes and a combination high and 
low bar. 

The major interest of the spring will no doubt be baseball, but it 
is my intention to have intra-mural and inter-class track meets along 
with the regular varsity baseball. The latter will come under the head 
of extra curricula activity. 

Although the recreation facilities of this department are among the 
finest of the smaller schools in Greater Boston, some form of portable 
stands, or perhaps an enclosure of some sort, would be very beneficial 
to the school, from the aspect of gate receipts and outward appear- 
ances.

REPORT OF THE GIRLS’ DEPARTMENT OF PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The 1934 fall classes of Physical Education in the Grades, Junior 
High School, and Senior High School consisted of a program of games 
and recreative sports. An afternoon sports schedule of field hockey 
and an activity new to the girls this year, soccer, was carried on for 
both Junior and Senior High School girls. Inclusive inter-class tour- 
naments in both of these sports were participated in by approximately 
90 girls. 

The indoor Winter program starting December first, is centered 
around posture work. Half of each grade school physical education 
period consists of corrective exercises which are carried on by the class 
room teachers. 

As a result of individual posture examinations, pupils needing special 
corrective work were selected for special classes held in ‘addition to 
their regular physical education period. These pupils through active 
conscicus repetition of suitable exercises are trying to improve the de- 
fects of posture and are striving to obtain poise and balance which are 
most essential for health and appearance. During January, posture pic- 
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tures will be taken of each child which will definitely show the progress 
made in this work. 

The class activities during this indoor season include games of skill, 
folk dancing, tap dancing, stunts and tumbling, marching, and regular 
floor work. Special motor ability tests are being given each girl and 
from these the amount of coordination and physical prowess of the 
individual is discovered. The grades or marks in physical education are 
based largely on these results, together with the attitude, effort, and 
conduct of the individual. 

Basketball attracts a great many girls who play regularly every 
afternoon and who are now playing in an inter-class tournament. 
Varsity and second varsity teams have been formed and have already 
played a successful game with a group of Newtonville Girl Scouts. They 
are planning to play the Cambridge Girls’ School shortly. 

A Spring sports schedule has been planned which will include tennis, 
baseball, and other activities of definite carry-over value in later life. 

The greatest need of this department at the present time seems to be 
some sort of apparatus. Suspension is one of the best corrective activ- 
ities and without apparatus such as ropes or Stall bars, little suspension 
work can be done. Apparatus is very beneficial in developing latent 
muscles, coordination, and bodily control. 

The aim of this department is to improve the health and normal 
growth of the children, to develop character, and to providé wholesome 
activities for leisure time. 

I feel that the children of Weston have unusual advantages in physi- 
cal education with the excellent gymnasium and play fields, and the 
willing cooperation of all those concerned.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
TO THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The work of previous years has been carried on as usual. 

The Chadwick Clinic follow up work for the control of Tuberculosis, 
took place in May this year. Three new contacts, one new suspect, and 
one transfer from another school were added to our list of nine carried 
over from last year. These were examined and x-rayed. All were found 
to be doing well, many showing improvement, in one case sufficient to 
allow his discharge. The Clinic will visit us next year just to check 
these cases. The work will then be turned over to each town to do 
as they see fit. The State Department of Health has proven the im-. 
portance of this work and it is hoped it will be continued. The Weston 
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Board of Health have adopted a plan whereby the work will be con- 
tinued. 

The dental clinic installed in September, 1933, has proven its value. 
At the beginning of the school year, the mouth of each child is exam- 
ined and defects marked on their dental record. Parents are notified 
if there is need of treatment and asked to have it done privately if 
possible. In cases where this is not possible application may be made 
to have the work done at the clinic for a small fee. Our annual report 
to the State Department of Health on July 1, 1934, showed a gain from 
332 operations the previous year to 823 operations this year. This 
increase is no doubt due to having the clinic housed within the school. 
On receipt of this report Mrs. Eleanor McCarthy, Consultant in Dental 
Hygiene, wrote Dr. Wilson commending him not only on the amount 
of work accomplished but on the type of work done—especially the low 
number of second tooth extractions. Two Red Cross volunteer workers 
(Miss Helen Eldred and Miss Marjorie Mulock) each giving one morning 
a week have been a great help in this department and are appreciated 
very much. 

The annual physical examinations (585) were completed at about the 
usual time. A small number of physical defects were noted and a 
larger number of corrections had been made during the year. 

A complete report on toxin antitoxin will be found in the report of 
the Supervisor of Health. | 

Eighteen children were operated upon for the removal of tonsils and 
adenoids. 

Twenty children consulted oculists and were fitted with glasses. 

It is hoped through a careful check on the health of the ae 
children to improve our school attendance.

LUNCH ROOM REPORT 
To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


The school lunch room is being conducted on the same policy as 
last year. The first aim is to serve a hot lunch at noon to all children 
who desire it. 

The new system of numbered lunch tickets requires a cashier each 
day, and boys from the upper classes have been doing this work, each 
giving one day a week. Because of occasional shortage of volunteer 
workers, it has been necessary to use girls from the Home Economics 
Department to fill in. The Home Economics girls also do some cooking 
for the lunch room, which gives them an opportunity to cook in quan- 
tity. 
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It is expected that the lunch room will pay for itself, allowing a 
small surplus for replacements. Our books show a deficit of $57.03 as 
of December 31, 1934, which is approximately offset by supplies on 
hand. As the Waltham Trust Company is to pay a small per cent on 
our balance, we shall be able to purchase some much needed equipment.

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REPORT OF THE SWIMMING POOL 
COMMITTEE 


7 Weston, January 20, 1935. 
TO THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN, WESTON, MASs.: 


_ The Swimming Pool Committee submits the following 
report for the year 1934: 


The operation of the Pool was, for the third year, in the 
competent hands of Mr. Alden Henderson. 

In the spring a new and substantial fence, enclosing the 
tank, was erected. Opening July 3, the pool was in use for 
nine weeks. 

There is nothing new to report about the activities of the 
pool. The usual instruction was given and the place af- 
forded the usual recreation. 

In the last three years the average attendance has been 
much larger than formerly. When the tank was built, 
about thirty years ago, it was ideal for the needs of the 
town then, and for some time after. The average daily 
attendance now is over 40 for each session (85-90 per day). 
Considering this we are glad to report that, because our in- 
structor tests and treats the water daily, it has been kept 
satisfactory and safe. 

- But it is obvious that the tank is overcrowded nearly all 
the time. For several years it has helped conditions to 
have the younger children come in the earlier part of each 
period. 

We believe that every report made by your committee for 
the last several years has mentioned the fact that the 
equipment is old and inadequate. We can suggest nothing 
at present to better things. In previous reports we have 
commented on how nearby towns have been able to utilize 
natural hollows or local ponds as community swimming 
pools, and wished that we might do likewise. The drainage 
of Weston affects our neighbors’ drinking water; this is a 
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town of reservoirs. Sometime in the future some spot may 
be found, with suitable filter-beds, or whatever is necessary. 
This is not the time to propose any outlay of money, but it 
is our duty to report conditions, and their only possible 
method of improvement. For the present we can continue 
as usual. The tank is in reasonably good condition. 

The willow trees, originally planted to beautify the 
grounds, have grown so tall that leaves, twigs, and catkins 
from overhanging branches fall into the waiter in great 
quantities. We should like this year, to cut down the wil- 
lows and replace them with a cedar hedge similar to the one 
now along the east side of the lot. 

We suggest keeping the pool open for ten weeks this 
coming summer (in 1931 the season was twelve weeks) 
opening the last week in June and continuing through Au- 
gust; and ask for an appropriation of $1000.

The senior life saving suffered from lack of peo- 
ple eligible, due mainly to the age requirement. However, the junior 
life saving class was quite large.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE 


The Board of Public Welfare submits the following re- 
port for the year ending December 31st, 1934:— 


The Board organized with William C. Cooper as chair- 
man and Mrs. Margaret B. Warren as secretary. In March 
Mr. Cooper resigned because of ill health and the vacancy 
thus made was filled by the election of Ralph F. Slayton. 
Following the annual election, March 23rd, the Board or- 
ganized with Henry A. Wheeler as chairman and Mrs. 
Margaret B. Warren as secretary. 

Conditions in Weston, as compared to former years, are 
not clearly indicated by the financial statement included in 
this report. Cases with settlement elsewhere are not a 
burden to this community; in that the cities and towns 
where these cases have a settlement, reimburse us for what 
we have spent in their behalf. What we have paid out on 
cases of this kind is included in the following statement, 
but the reimbursement does not show as a credit to this 
department since the money thus collected returns directly — 
to the Town Treasury. 

We have, since August, made use of the Newton Hospi- 
tal for those cases requiring hospital confinement. This 
change has brought about some criticism and some favor- 
able comment. The Board felt that the change would be © 
generally beneficial and all of our welfare patients who 
have been confined at Newton, have only the highest words 
of praise for the care, food and general environment there. 
We do feel, therefore, that our change in this respect is 
justified. 

We had anticipated an increase in the cost when chang- 
ing to the Newton Hospital, but find when computing the 
average cost per day of all patients, that it is less than pre- 
viously. This is due to the affiliation of two convalescent 
homes, one for children and one for adults, with the New- 
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ton Hospital, where patients may be transferred without 
being discharged from Newton and at very low rate. The 
Hospital assumes the responsibility of patients so trans- 
ferred and when satisfied with their condition, allows their 
discharge. 

The distribution of literally tons of food, coal and quan- 
tities of new clothing has been a problem in itself. These 
commodities, issued to us by the Federal Government, have 
been quite a help in lightening the burden of some fifty 
Weston families. Since we have acted as the Government’s 
agent in this work, it is by no means to be construed that 
the recipients are receiving aid from this department. 

Few people realize the untiring efforts and continued ac- 
complishments of Mr. William C. Cooper as a member of 
this Board. His resignation, recorded above, brings to a 
close his service to the Welfare Department of over twenty 
years. } 

Mr. Henry A. Wheeler who seems determined to retire 
this March, has served the Town as a member of the Board 
a full quarter of a century. Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Cooper 
teamed together to make this department one of the most 
efficient in the Stase. To public servants of this kind, 
whose pay is the satisfaction of accomplishing some good, 
it seems that the least the people of their community can 
offer is their thanks, wishing them good luck and good 
health in their retirement. This we are attempting to do. 
(This paragraph has been inserted over Mr. Wheeler’s sig- 
nature and without his knowledge).

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
MOTH WORK 


To The Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—As many of our cisizens whose custom it is 
to drive about the State, have observed, the gypsy moth has 
steadily been increasing, with large areas of woodlands 
being stripped in the summer of foliage. Many of these 
areas are uncomfortably close to our town, notably in Ded- 
ham, Concord, Sudbury and Maynard. 


In the early spring of 1934, I had a careful scouting made 
for egg clusters along the roadsides and when any were 
found extending some distance into woodland. This search 
found the egg clusters in so many localities that in De- 
cember 1934 an E. R. A. project was started with six men 
to scout the entire town. This work is still in progress, a 
considerable number of egg clusters being found and cre- 
osoted daily. By this means we hope to keep the insects 
under control. Last spring many people discovered the 
foliage on their trees being eaten by caterpillars - they 
thought to be gypsies; these proved to be the forest tent 
caterpillars, a native insect that becomes numerous peri- 
odically. 


I recommend at least $300 be appropriated for gypsy 
moth control this year.

The repeater in the fire alarm system which transfers 
the signals from the fire alarm boxes to the alarm apparatus 
is badly worn and needs to be replaced. It was purchased 
second-hand twenty-one years ago. During the past year: 
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it has failed to operate three times which might have 
caused serious losses. The Gamewell Company has a ten- 
circuit machine suitable to our needs and which will al- 
low for the extension of the system for about $2000. I 
have recommended its purchase to the Selectmen. 

In addition io the purchase of the repeater I recommend 
an appropriation of $11,500 for the Fire Department. The 
past two years we have not been able to make the usual re- 
placements. Now it is absolutely necessary to replace tires 
on the ladder ; to replace boxes, some of which have been in 
use since 1890, and to buy hose and wire.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


There has been spent this past year the sum of $467.55 
for the spraying of our elm trees and removal of danger- 
ous trees and limbs. The Town of Weston through the 
Tree Warden has been asked to aid in the control of elm 
beetles and other diseases of elm tree in order that we may 
be an effective unit in preventing the spread of the Dutch 
Elm Disease. While this disease has not been found north 
of a small town in Connecticut it is almost certain to spread 
and absolutely wipe out all of our elm trees unless adequate 
steps are taken this coming year to control it. It has been 
estimated that about $1,800 per year would be sufficient ‘so 
properly care for our shade trees and I therefore recom- 
mend this amount for the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF HEALTH 


TO THE WESTON BOARD OF HEALTH: 


Gentlemen:—I herewith submit my report as Supervisor 
of Health acting under your direction, for the year 1934. 


General 


The Board of Health has held eleven regular meetings, 
and two special meetings during the year. Three hearings 
have been held to discuss problems, having to do with drain- 
age in the central part of the Town. 

The prevalence of diseases dangerous to the public health 
has been about normal for the year as a whole, but begin- 
ning with the summer months, the Town has been excep- 
tionally free from such diseases, there having been only 
two cases reported since the first of July. 

The arrangement for the disposal of cesspool wastes into 
sewers located in Waltham has been continued through the 
courtesy of that City. 


Diseases Dangerous To The Public Health 


One hundred twenty-three cases of communicable diseases 
have been reported during the year. With the exception of 
an explosive outbreak of measles in April and May, the 
record has been unusually good. Measles accounts for more 
than one-half of the total cases of reportable diseases, all 
other cases excepting animal bites and whooping cough 
showing a prevalence well below the 1l-year median. 

We believe that ihe prompt reporting of cases, together 
with the very efficient follow up service by the public health 
nurse is responsible for this excellent showing. s 

The continued low morbidity from such epidemic diseases 
as chicken pox, mumps and whooping cough results in an 
increasing proportion of children of school age and younger, 
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who are susceptible to these diseases, and therefore requires 
greater vigilance to effect their control year after year. We 
therefore urge upon parents, special and continued co-opera- 
tion in the prompt reporting of cases of sickness, and con- 
sultation of a physician where there is any suspicion of the 
presence of a case of contagious disease. 


Diphtheria 


The year has passed without a single case of diphtheria 
being reported to the Board of Health. This perpetuates 
the excellent record that has now been maintained for the 
last dozen years, and is convincing proof of the value of the 
diphtheria immunization work carried out in the clinics, ant 
by physicians in their private practice. 

Since diphtheria is most fatal in children below school age, ; 
it is most important to protect them as soon after they reach 
the age of six months as is practicable. It is going to be the 
practice of the Board of Health to notify parents of children 
whose births are reported to us, of the desirability and im- 
portance of this early immunization. The following table 
gives a summary of the immunization work.

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Of the 104 children who had been previously immunized, 
and were given the Schick Test this year, 80 were immun- 
ized in the school clinic, and 24 had either been immunized 
privately, or were transfers from other schools. It will be 
noted that almost 96% of these had acquired an immunity. 

An increasing number of pre-school. children are being 
brought to the school clinics, and the ideal situation would 
be to have all children not immunized before school age, to 
present themselves during their first year at school. We 
. bespeak the co-operation of the parents to bring about this 
desirable result. 


Tuberculosis 


One death from tuberculosis, and one active case were 
reported during the year. A third case in a person who had 
a Weston settlement, but resided elsewhere, was reported 
and hospitalized at the expense of the Town of Weston. 

The State Chadwick Clinic re-examined 10 children who 
were recommended, and tested 3 new children. No new 
active cases were discovered. All tuberculosis contacts and 
suspicious cases are visited regularly by the public health 
nurse. 

Since the State appropriation for continuing the school 
clinics has expired, the responsibility for this work will 
henceforth devolve upon the Board of Health. The Board 
has adopted a plan for this work following the general 
recommendations of the State Department of Public Health. 
This entails a co-operative enterprise carried out by the 
Board physician who will make and read tuberculin tests, 
and will refer positive reactors to the Middlesex County phy- 
sicians for further examination and X-ray. A small addi- 
tional appropriation will be necessary for this work. 


Other Communicable Diseases 


A very favorable low incidence of epidemic diseases since 
the middle of the year has already been commented upon. 
Another year has passed without any cases of typhoid fever 


° 92 


being reported, making the sixth consecutive year when this 
disease has been absent. There have been no cases of dysen- 
tery, diphtheria, infant enteritis or paratyphoid fever, all 
of which are diseases controlled by sanitation or preventive 
medical cases. No cases of gonorrhea or syphilis were 
reported. } ; | 

There were 17 cases of dog bite reported and one rabid 
animal was discovered, but no persons were dangerously 
exposed to this disease. All cases of dog bite reported are 
visited by the animal inspector and by a veterinary, to place 
such animals under restraint, and to observe them during 
the quarantine period for suspicious signs of rabies. A new 
State dog law effective January 1, 1935, requires the Board 
of Health, when necessary, to pay for anti-rabice vaccine and 
for medical treatment in such cases as are recommended by 
the State Department of Public Health. The Town will be 
reimbursed by the County from the dog tax fund. This will © 
necessitate an additional appropriation. 


Laboratory 


The following table gives a summary of the diagnostic 
laboratory examinations. In addition to these tests, all 
grades of milk delivered by the various dealers in the Town 
of Weston, were examined monthly, which amounts to over 
350 tests. Samples of Town water were examined in rou- 
tine, and during the summer, the swimming pool water was 
tested occasionally. Samples of well or spring water were 
examined upon request. 

The public water supply has been found to be uniformly 
pure and free from organisms indicative of pollution.

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Milk 

Nineteen milk dealers were licensed to sell milk in the 
Town during the year. This includes two new dealers. Of 
the 89 separate grades of milk delivered, only four are raw 
milk. Reference to Table No. III will give the detail for 
laboratory tests for bacteria count, average per cent of but- 
ter fat and total solids, and sediments. The median count 
of 31 of the samples tested is below 10,000 which indicates 
exceptionally high grades of milk from a sanitary stand- 
point. Butter fats and total solids were uniformly above 
the standard requirement. The absence of the visible dirt 
is indicated by the high proportion of milks that give “very 
satisfactory” sediment tests. 


Complaints 
Kight complaints were received, followed up, and the 
necessary action taken to abate the nuisances. 


Deaths 
An analysis of deaths by residence, cause, sex and age 
are given in Tables Nos. IV, V and VI. A total of 22 deaths 
as compared with 838 of the previous year was recorded, 
giving the extraordinarily low rate of 6.0 as against 10.0 
per 1,000 population for 1933, and a rate of 11.8 for the 
State. Only one death from communicable diseases oc- 
curred, and there were only 4 deaths in residents who were 
under the age of 60. 
| Births 
During the current year, 32 births were reported as 
against 41 for the year 193838, giving a rate of 8.8 against 
12.4. It might be observed that fluctuations in both birth 
and death rates in reference to so small a community as 
Weston, are not statistically very significant. However, as 
wide a deviation as is shown in the rates for both births 
and deaths for this year does undoubtedly show a significant 
downward trend.

Held March 26, 1934, Relative to Proposed Changes 
in Zoning By-Laws 


Section 27 of Chapter 269 of Acts of 1933 provides that 
no by-law changing the restrictions of the zoning by-law 
shall be adopted until the planning board has held a pub- 
lic hearing thereon after twenty days’ notice by publica- 
tion and has submitted a final report with recommenda- 
tions to the town meeting. 

The Special Committee appointed at the annual town 
meeting of March 21, 1932 to consider amendments to the 
zoning by-law, and whose term was extended at the an- 
nual town meeting of 1933, has filed a report recommend- 
ing certain changes, printed at pages 195-198 of the town 
report of 1938. 

Upon this matter, the Planning Board held a public 
hearing, duly advertised, on March 7, 1934 in the Town 
House, which was attended by a number of our towns- 
people. 

We now report recommending to the town meeting that 
a new section be added after Section 9 of Article VIII 
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numbered Section 9 (a), and that the new section be as 
follows: | 
“9 (a). Every lot laid out in the single residence 
district after the taking effect of this amendment shall 
contain not less than fifteen thousand (15,000) square 
feet.” 


We recommend the omission of the words following: 


“except in cases where this regulation would result in 
extreme hardship, in which cases an appeal may be made 
to the Selectmen, who shall have power to modify this 
regulation when in their opinion the conditions warrant 
such modification.” 


Our reasons for this suggestion are as follows: 


The new zoning statute, Chapter 269 of the Acts of 
1933, gives certain powers to the Board of Appeals,: which 
are to be exercised by the Selectmen pending provision for 
a Board of Appeals. 


Under this new law, Section 30, Clause 3, the Select- 
men’s powers to authorize a varience are defined as fol- 
lows: 

“3. To authorize upon appeal with respect to a par- 
ticular parcel of land a variance from the terms of such 
an ordinance or by-law where, owing to conditions espe- 
cially affecting such parcel but not affecting generally 
the zoning district in which it is located, a literal en- 
forcement of the provisions of the ordinance or by-law 
would involve substantial hardship to the appellant, and 
where desirable relief may be granted without substan- 
tial detriment to the public good and without substan- 
tially derogating from the intent or purpose of such or- 
dinance or by-law, but not otherwise.”’ 


Their powers are differently defined in'the words whose 
omission we recommend. The town has no power to adopt 
a by-law conferring powers different from those fixed by 
the statute. It is unnecessary to write into the by-law the. 
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language of the statute. It is forbidden to write into the 
by-law language bearing a different meaning from that of 
the statute. 


We further report recommending to the town meeting 
that a new section numbered 8 (a) be inserted after Sec- 
tion 3 of Article VIII as follows: 


“3 (a). The removal for sale of sod, loam, sand, 
gravel or quarried stone from single residence or gen- 
eral residence districts shall be deemed non-conforming 
uses of the premises, except such removal as is inci- 
dental to grading around any building. The inspector 
of buildings shall not issue a permit until he has re- 
ceived authorization from the Selectmen under Section 
16 of this by-law. Such authority shall be granted by 
the Selectmen only when the conditions of removal of 
the materials are such that the areas involved shall be 
left in a sightly condition and satisfactory in all other 
respects to the Selectmen.” 


Our recommendations are based upon the reasons given 
in the Report of the Special Committee and upon the pub- 
lic hearing. 7

“SECTION 2. No person shall throw, scatter, or place, 
or cause or permit to be thrown, scattered or placed 
within the limits of any highway, park, or other public 
property or in any public building, or on any private 
property, except with the consent of the owner thereof, 
any ashes, garbage, papers, glass, crockery, metal, ci- 
gars, cigarettes, or matches, or any other form of rub- 
bish, refuse or waste material, or within the limits of 
any highway, except with the approval of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets, any rock, stone, crushed stone or 
gravel.” 


ARTICLE 5. Voted: To accept and allow as a town 
way the extension of Oxbow Road as shown on a plan by 
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Rowland H. Barnes and Henry F. Beal dated February, 
1934, on file in the office of the Town Clerk and as laid 
out by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 6. Voted: To accept and allow as a town way 
in part a private way called Pelham Road as shown on 
plan by Gleason Engineering Corporation dated July 30, 
1931, on file in the office of the Town Clerk and as laid 
out by the Selectmen.

Party Primaries, April 24, 1934 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant the inhabitants of the
